SPECIFICATION FOR CHEESE POWDER 

0. FOREWORD 

0.1 This Indian Standard was adopted by the Indian Standards 
Institution on 10 September 1980, after the draft finalized by the Dairy 
Products Sectional Committee had been approved by the Agricultural 
and Food Products Division Council. 

0.2 Cheese powder is being increasingly used and marketed in the 
country. This standard is being published to help in proper quality 
control and production of the product. 

0.3 While formulating this standard, necessary consideration has been 
given to the relevant rules prescribed by the Government of India under 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954. However, this standard 
is subject to the restrictions imposed under the Act, and the Rules framed 
thereunder, wherever applicable. 

0.4 For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this 
standard is complied with, the final value, observed or calculated, 
expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in 
accordance with IS: 2-1960*. The number of significant places retained 
in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value 
in this standard. 



1. SCOPE 

1.1 This standard prescribes the requirements and the methods of 
sampling and test for cheese powder. 

2. TERMINOLOGY 

2.0 For the purpose of this standard, the following definition shall 
apply. 

•Rule* for rounding off numerical values ( revised ) . 
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2.1 Cheese Powder — It is a product obtained by drying the cheese or 
cheese slurry with or without the addition of permitted emulsifiers, 
stabilizers, salt, colour, preservatives, acidifiers, coagulating agents, 
spices and natural flavours, etc. The quantities of additives in the cheese 
or cheese slurry should not exceed the quantities permitted under 3.1*7 
to 3.1.10 of IS : 2785-1979* for processed cheese. 

3. REQUIREMENTS 

3.1 Description — Cheese powder shall be white or white with greenish 
tinge or light cream in colour. It shall be free from lumps except those that 
break-up readly under slight pressure and shall be reasonably free from 
scorched particles. It shall not contain any ingredient not found in milk 
except those permitted ( see 2 A ). All ingredients used shall be clean and 
in every way fit for human consumption. It shall also be free from dirt 
and other extraneous matter. 

3.2 Flavour — Cheese powder shall have a pleasant and characteristic 
flavour. 

3.3 The salt used shall be sodium chloride conforming to IS : 253-1970t. 

3.4 The product shall be processed and packed in the premises main- 
tained under hygienic condition ( see IS : 2491-1972J ). It shall also be 
stored and distributed under hygienic conditions. 

3.5 The material shall also comply with the requirements given in 
Table 1. 

4. PACKING AND MARKING 

4.1 Packing — The material shall be packed in nitrogen or mixture of 
nitrogen and carbon dioxide in hermetically sealed, cleaned, sound tin 
containers, in such a way as to protect it from deterioration. 

4.2 Marking — The following information shall be printed on each 
container: 

a) Name of the material; 

b) Batch or code number; 

c) Name and address of manufacturer; 

d) Net mass;

4.2-1 Each container may also be marked with the ISI Certification 
Mark. 

Note — The use of the ISI Certification Mark is governed by the provisions of 
the Indian Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Act and the Rules and 
Regulations made thereunder. The ISI Mark on products covered by an Indian 
Standard conveys the assurance that they have been produced to comply with the 
requirements of that standard under a well-defined system of inspection, testing and 
quality control which is devised and supervised by ISI and operated by the 
producer. ISI marked products are also continuously checked by ISI for conformity 
to that standard as a further safeguard. Detaili of conditions under which a licence 
for the use of the ISI Certification Mark may be granted to manufacturers or 
processors, may be obtained from the Indian Standards Institution. 

5. SAMPLING 

5.1 The method for drawing representative samples of the material and 
the criteria for conformity shall be as prescribed in Appendix D of 
IS: 1165-1972*. 



•Specification for milk powder ( second revision ). 
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6. TESTS 

6.1 Tests shall be carried out as prescribed in col 4 of Table 1 . 

6.2 Quality of Reagents — Unless specified otherwise, pure chemicals 
and distilled water ( see IS : 1070-1977*^) shall be employed in tests. 

Note — * Pure chemicals * shall mean chemicals that do not contain impurities 
which affect the test results.
